Tile small game season for 193G in 
Pennsylvania

twenty-one hunting days, beginning i 
November 3 and ending ore Thanks­ 
giving day, November 2G 
These dates were set by the state 
game commission. 
The season for bear hunting was 
limited to four days from November 
23 to 26, Inclusive. 
Deer December I to 12 
Male deer only may be hunted 
from December I to 12, inclusive. 
The commission ruled there will be 
no open season this year on antler­ 
less deer as was the case last year. 
The season on elk remains closed. 
The commission declared a closed 
season on snowshoe rabbits or hares 
and closed twenty-seven counties to 
wild turkeys. Tile season on Hun­ 
garian and Chukar partridges and 
Reeves 
pheasants 
also 
remains 
closed. 
Only one wild turkey a season may 
be killed In counties in which they 
may be hunted. Counties closed to 
wild turkeys are Berks, Bradford. 
Bucks, Cameron, Carbon, Clarion, 
Clearfield, dauphin, Elk, Payette, 
Forest, Jefferson, Lackawanna, le b ­ 
anon, Lehigh, Luzerne. Lycoming, 
Northhampton, Pike. Potter, Schuyl­ 
kill, Tioga, Warren, Wayne, Wyom­ 
ing and York. 
Other Bag Limits 
Other bag limits fixed are: Ring­ 
neck pheasants, male only, two a 
day, eight a season; ruffed grouse, 
two a day, eight a season; quail, four 
a day, twenty a season; rabbits, four 
a day, twenty a season; squirrels, six 
a day, twenty a season.

• The seasonal limit remained un­ 
changed at ten. 
The commission ruled that a hunt­ 
er "may not have more than two 
days’ bag limit of small game In his 
possession at one time.'’ 
"In the Interest of safety and bet­ 
ter relationship between landown­ 
ers and hunters." a statement said, 
"the commission also decreed that 
the small game and trapping sea­ 
sons shall not open until 9 o’clock 
the morning of the first day. The

purpo *' of this regulation Is to give 
the farmers an opportunity to get 
their morning chores done and to 
Join in the fun when the hunters 
descend upon their lands, and at tile 
same time to prevent many hunt­ 
ing accidents which heretofore oc­ 
curred during the early morning 
hours on the first hunting day.” •

The report of the committee was 
announced by President Aumen, who 
traced the history of the movement 
for the new apparatus since 1935.

Aumen, Wilbur J. Stallsmith and 
Horace L. Bender was appointed to 
serve with A. E. Hutchison and Jo­ 
seph E. Codori, engineers, designat­ 
ed by town council.

LOAD OF STATE 
SHOWS DECLINE 


Nine C ases Closed and 
Six Opened in Ad- 
a m s I o r \Y e e k 
Ending June 20. 


Fourteen relief applications were 
received ai Adam s county for the 
week ending June 20 according to a 
report released by the state em er­ 
gency relief board. A total of 250 re­ 
lief cases, representing 1.219 persons 
and entailing expenditures of $1.- 
248 64 
was 
reported 
for 
Adams 
county during the sam e period. 
Nine relief cases were rinsed and 
;ix opened in th e county. 
Of the 
nine closed seven were due to works 
program em ploym ent and 
two 
to 
other reasons. 
Four were opened 
because of lass of private em ploy­ 
m ent and two because of loss of 
works program em ploym ent. 
T he week ending June 20 brought 
a net reduction of 161 cases in the 
state's direct relief load, the result 
of closing 6,990 cases and opening

A decline of 
7,070 
in 
the J 
num ber of persons receiving direct 
relief was prim arily attributable to 
tike fact th a t the fam ilies separated 
from the relief rolls during the week 
were m uch larger th a n the families 
accepted for relief. 
A total of 176.657 cases, m ade up 
of 568.559 persons, rem ained on state 
relief rolls June 20. 
The w eeks expenditures for di­ 
rect relief grants totaled 
$1,238,-
